Muslim terrorists continue D.C. siege 


District winners

M achete- 
wielding terrorists, bent on revenge against 
Black Muslim leaden; they blame for a 1973 
mass murder, held more than 100 hostages 
in three buildings today, and threatened to 
chop off captives’ heads unless demands for 
retribution are met. 
Twenty-four hours after the siege began, 
police and the heavily arm ed terrorists, 
some with automatic weapons, were at a 
standoff. 
No deadline for meeting of 
demands had been set by the invaders. 
There were indications the terrorists had 
sufficient supplies to hold out for a time. 
During a tense night, a man who identified 
himself as Khalifa Hamaas Abdul Khaalis, 
leader of the gunmen who invaded and 
occupied three buildings, talked frequently 
with reporters by telephone. 
Asked if he expected his demand that 
| Black Muslim leaders be delivered to him 
9 would be met, the terrorist said, “ If they 
3 don’t, the worst is to come, yet, the worst is 
* to come ... I'm prepared to die.”

unidentified diplomats were involved in 
efforts to negotiate with the terrorists. 


Abdul Khaalis confirmed he had talked to 
representatives of foreign nations. 


A spokesman for the Iranian Embassy 
said today that ambassadors of three 
Moslem countries — Iran, Egypt and 
Pakistan — had spoken to Khaalis at the 
Carter administration’s request to urge the 
gunmen to be “compassionate and to see 
reason.” The spokesman said Khaalis had 
not responded positively to the appeal. 
Police said the men were armed with 
rifles, shotguns, automatic weapons and 
machetes. 


The gunmen all were believed to be 
members of the tiny, predominantly black 
Hanafi Moslem sect. They seized thej 
headquarters of B’nai B’rith, a Jewism 
social service organization; the Islam ic' 
Center, a Moslem mosque; and the District 
of Columbia city hall. 
During the takeover of city hall, a black 
reporter for a Washington radio station was 
shot to death and a city councilman and 
three other persons were wounded. Eight 
other persons were injured during the 


takeover of the B’nai B’rith building. Three 
of those eight remained hostages. 
One hostage at the District building 
telephoned 
radio 
station 
WTOP 
and 
reported that the group was being treated 
well, and were provided with cigarettes, 
food and newspapers this morning. 
Terrorists at B’nai B’rith were based in a 
cafeteria. Terrorists at the Islamic Center 
asked that food be sent in. 
One official said a package of drugs was 
being prepared to be sent into the B’nai 
B’rith building for persons requiring regu­ 
lar medication. A trickle of hostages con­ 
tinued to be released for medical reasons. 
The phone report from the District 
building hostage, Allan Gripp, an aide to the 
president of the D.C. city council, was the 
first from that group and quoted one 
terrorist as shouting; 
‘We are Hanafi 
Moslems to the death. If the police have any 
idea of storming this room, it puts all of our 
lives in immediate danger, as well as the 
hostages at the B’nai B 'rith.” 
As police sought to calm the situation, 
they asked the White House to forego a 
ceremonial gun salute on the mansion’s 
lawn two blocks from the D istrict building. 
It was to herald the arrival of British Prim e 


Minister Jam es Callaghan, but was can­ 
celed “ because of concern it might be 
misunderstood” by the terrorists, Protocol 
Chief Evan Dobelle said. 
In developments outside Washington: 
—Moustapha Akkad, who produced a film 
about Islamic prophet Mohammad which 
the terrorists demanded be withdrawn from 
distribution, offered today in New York City 
to show the film to the Hanafis and to 
destroy it if they found it offensive. 
—In Camden, N.J., officials at the county 
jail increased security for Ronald Harvey, 
one of those convicted of the 1973 Hanafi 
slayings. “They are guarding him very 
closely,” said a spokesman. Harvey is one 
of those demanded to be served up to the 
terrorists. 
—In Chicago, a friend of Muhammad Ali 
said he had spoken to the heavyweight 
boxing champion today and quoted Ali as 
saying he has no intention of going to 
Washington. Ali is among the high-ranking 
Muslims 
whom 
Abdul 
Khaalis 
holds 
responsible for the slaying of his children. 
The siege continued through the night 
with police uncertain how many hostages 
were being held and how many terrorists 
were in the buildings. 
Gripp’s report to WTOP indicated that 
one of the gunmen in the District building is 
a son of Abdul Khaalis. 


The largest group of hostages was being 
held in the eighthfloor cafeteria of theB'nai 
B’rith headquarters, seven blocks north of 
the White House. An official there estimated 
that as many as 118 people were in the 
hands of the terrorists. 
Another eight to nine hostages were being 
held at the Islamic Center on Washington’s 
Embassy Row, according to police. This 
was five to six lower than an earlier figure. 
Seven were inside the D istrict building, 
located on Pennsylvania Avenue within 
sight of the White House grounds.

In a telephone conversation from the B'naii 
B’rith building. Khalifa Ham aas Abdul 
Khaalis was asked if he would hold out 
indefinitely. He told an Associated Press 
reporter, “Don’t worry, when the heads 
start dropping out the window, then you 
worry.” 


Abdul Khaalis described himself as the 
leader of the Hanafi Moslems 
His son-in-law, Abdul Aziz, was contacted 
in the northwest Washington headquarters 
of the Hanafi Moslems where the murders 
took place four years ago. Abdul Aziz told 
reporters that if the demands of the ter­ 
rorists were not met, “ heads will be 
chopped off. A killing room will be set up at 
B’nai B’rith and heads will be thrown out of 


windows." 
Mayor Walter Washington, who had been 
barricaded in his city hall office for several 
hours early in the takeover but later 
escaped the building, said early today that 
foreign diplomats were involved in dis­ 
cussions with the Hanafi gunmen. 
Abdul Khaalis denied any knowledge of 
such negotiations. 


Revenge for the brutal 1973 m urders of 
seven Hanafis, six of whom were Abdul 
Khaalis’ children, appeared to be the 
principal motive for the sudden invasion of 
the three buildings late Wednesday mor­ 
ning 
Five Philadelphia Black Muslims 
were convicted of the 1973 slayings and each 
was sentenced to 140 years in prison. 


In 
telephone 
conversations 
with 
newsmen, Abdul Khaalis blamed Black 
Muslim 
leaders, including heavyweight 
boxing champion Muhammad Ali, for the 
slayings of his children and demanded that 
authorities turn the Muslims over to him. In 
addition to Ali, he listed as Muslim leaders 
Wallace D. Muhammad, now head of the 
movement;

hammad, and former Philadelphia Muslim 
leader Jerem iah Muslim Shabazz

Revision of the state’s death penalty to meet 
U.S. Constitutional guidelines cleared the 
Missouri House today and was sent to the 
Senate. 
The bill, sponsored by Speaker Pro Tern 
Bob Griffin, DCameron, gained final ap­ 
proval without debate, apparently the small 
band of opponents realizing any vocal op­ 
position would be fruitless 
The proposal revises the 1975 death 
penalty law to conform with guidelines 
issued by the U S Supreme Court last sum ­ 
mer It is patterned after capital punish­ 
ment laws in two states whose laws were 


upheld by the high court. 
Backers of the death penalty also gained 
sufficient support to adopt a provision that 
would put the law into effect as soon as Gov.

Food costs lead prices 


WASHINGTON (A P )-T h e higher cost of 
coffee, poultry, fruits and vegetables helped 
push wholesale prices up ninetenths of a per 
cent in February, the government said to­ 
day. It was the biggest increase in 16 
months 


Labor Department analysts said they 
were unable to determine how much of the 
increase could be attributed to the severe 
winter But the jump in the inflation rate at 
the wholesale level comes against a back­ 
drop of drought in Western states and a 
citrus and vegetable freeze in Florida. 


Fuel prices also were up sharply during 
the month Department analysts said the in­ 
crease appeared larger than the true un­ 
derlying rate of price rise because natural 
gas producers were refunding money to 
customers in the months prior to December, 


and that kept prices for those months lower 
than normal 
The latest over-all increase compared to a 
five-tenths of a per cent rise in January and 
marked the biggest gain since the 12 per 
cent advance in October 1975. 
The monthly 
increase for February 
worked out to a compound annual rate of 
about 11 per cent and left wholesale prices 6 
per cent ahead of where they were a year 
ago 
The wholesale price index stood at 190, 
signifying that the goods which cost $100 in 
1967 now cost $190 
Although increases in wholesale prices 
are not translated doUar-for-dollar into 
higher consumer prices in succeeding 
months, the wholesale price index does 
provide an indication of the inflationary 
pressures percolating through the economy. 


And February’s increase broke the four- 
month pattern of increases registering five- 
tenths or six-tenths of a per cent. 
The price of farm products climbed 2.2 
per cent in February after a 1.1 per cent rise 
the previous month And the price of foods 
and feeds after processing climbed 1.8 per 
cent, in contrast to January's twotenths of a 
per cent drop. 
Surveying farm products individually, 
Labor said prices for raw cotton and eggs 
rose sharply after declines in January Live 
poultry, green coffee, cocoa beans, tea, 
grains and fresh and dried vegetables 
registered sharper increases than they had 
in January Prices for fresh fruits and for 
hogs rose at a slower rate than in the 
previous month. 
Cattle and oil seed prices were down after 
several months of increase 
Appeals court upholds ruling 
against Hudson in school suit

Hudson, a former employe of the school 
district, sought reinstatement to his former 
position, back pay and other damages 


In the two-count suit, Hudson charged the 
district had violated certain rights he 
allegedly held as a “ permanent teacher” 
holding an indefinite contract under the 


provision of the Teacher Tenure Act. He 
further alleged violations of his rights under 
the federal and state constitution 
Hudson was employed by the board as a 
curriculum 
sup erv iso r 
for 
federal 
programs Feb. 24, 1966 and served in that 
capacity until the 1972-73 school year, when 
he was not rehired 
In upholding Judge Craig’s ruling, the 
Appeals Court affirm ed that Hudson's 
rights were not violated as he was not 
employed as a teacher but as a curriculum 
supervisor with h a duties confined to th a 
area throughout his employment 


The court further ruled that Hudson was 
not “ regularly required to be certified 
under laws relating to the certification of 
teachers” and accordingly was not a 
teacher 
In the second count, the Appeals Court 
ruled that Hudson in h a appeal failed to 
demonstrate that the failure by the board to 
re-employ him violated his constitutional 
rights, adding that he failed to show that 
his nonretention, alone or in conjunction 
with h a age, had any effect upon his efforts 
to obtain other employment in his chosen 
profession.

amendments have never gotten 
anywhere. 
Three times in our history, 
however, a president has been 
elected with fewer popular votes 
than his opponent, and the 
possibility 
rem ains 
th at 
someday 
a 
third-party 
can­ 
didate will win enough electoral 
votes to deny a majority to any 
candidate, throwing the election 
into the House of Represen­ 
tatives. 
The Electoral College is an 
18th-century relic bequeathed us 
by the founding fathers, who 
designed 
it

people were to vote for electors,

would—theoretically—use their 
own judgment in choosing the 
president. 
But

quickly

It took until 1912 to abolish the

WE ARE ALL 
AMERICANS NOW 
A 
m uch-acclaim ed 
book 
currently high on the bestseller 
lists is “ Roots.” In it, author 
Alex Haley, a descendant of 
slaves, traces his family history 
back through seven generations 
and in doing so presents an 
emotionally powerful saga of the 
black experience in America. 
Following 
up 
isolated 
linguistic hints and scattered 
records, and employing a great 
deal of historical 
sleuthing, 
Haley was actually able to 
discover the name of his first 
ancestor to arrive on these 
shores—one Kunta Kinte who, in 
1750 was kidnaped at the age of 
17 by slavers in Gambia. Haley 
went so far as to lie naked for 
days in the hold of a freighter to 
try to experience for himself 
what the Atlantic crossing must 
have been like for young Kunta. 
"Roots" has been hailed as 
both 
a 
genealogical 
and 
a 
literary tour de force. Few other 
black Americans have any idea 
who 
their 
distant 
ancestors 
were, or even what part of 
Africa they cam e from, or would 
know where to start looking. 
Something no reviewer seems 
to 
have com m ented upon, 
however, is the fact that it's a 
rare American of any color who 
can trace his family tree back 
two 
centuries. 
Even 
many 
second-generation Americans of 
European descent have only the 
sketchiest knowledge of their 
forebears beyond their parents. 
Moreover, in term s of roots in 
this country's history, any black 
American can point to deeper 
ones than can the majority of 
white Americans. 
The difference, of course, is 
that any white American who 
wanted to trace his roots would 
find it a far easier task than 
Haley did. 
Except for an insignificant 
number, the Europeans who 
came to America at the same 
time as Kunta Kinte. and before 


and after him, did so volun­ 
tarily. Even if they cam e as 
indentured 
se rv an ts, 
often 
jammed into pestilential ships, 
they were not chained or for­ 
cibly 
separated 
from 
their 
fam ilies, 
or 
strip p ed 
of 
language, culture and even their 
names. 
“ Roots” has been called by 
one reviewer an important gift 
to black 
Americans, 
but it 
speaks volumes about the dif­ 
ferent 
paths 
taken and the 
different destinies found by both 
races on this continent. 
We are not all that different. 
However our roots may have 
been planted here, in the final 
analysis we are all Americans 
now.

assassination committee chief 
counsel 
Dick 
Sprague 
who 
unleashed the action against 
Boyle during the days when the 
co n tro v ersial

Pennsylvania. 
Alleged motivation for the 
Yablonski assassination was an 
attem p t 
to 
prevent 
the 
dissidents, 
who 
w ere 
steelworkers' 
Ed Sadlowski's 
"inspiration,” 
from 
exposing 
p r e s u m e d 
f i n a n c i a l 
m ismanagement 
of 
the 
$60 
million United Mine Workers 
(UMW) under Boyle. 
This successor to the leonine, 
mythical John L. Lewis now is 
serving three lifetime terms for 
the ghastly m urder of Yablonski 
and his wife and daughter But a 
new trial was ordered some 
weeks ago by the Pennsylvania 
supreme court. 
Despite the subsequent rout 
and purge of the Boyle legions 
because of the understandable 
h orror 
of 
the 
Y ablonski 
slayings, 
the 
coaldiggers’

h e a d q u a r t e r s 
here haven’t flourished

Media discounts warnings 


BUCHAREST, Romania (AP) — The Romanian and Bulgarian 
news agencies today discounted U.S. warnings that a second 
devastating earthquake might follow the one that last Friday 
killed at least 1,357 persons and injured 10,296 by official count.

But the Romanian news agency Agerpres said, "A careful and 
specific study of the objective data and the history of some 
categories of earthquakes in the Vrancea area, which comprise 
the earthquake of Friday evening, lead to the conclusion that a 
repetition of a magnitude similar to March 4 is hardly possible. ” 


School activities cut back

The school board voted Tuesday night to increase teachers’ 
base pay from $7,700 to $8,200 and then implemented a series of 
cutbacks to start in the fall.

Workers" benefits 
may be upgraded

Legislation

Missouri’s Workmen’s Com­ 
pensation benefits has a good 
chance of passing the Missouri 
General Assembly this year. 
Legislation 
affecting 
in­ 
jured workers the most would 
raise weekly benefits, strike 
out exemptions for businesses 
employing six persons or less, 
put a $75,000 cap on death 
benefits and no longer allow 
college students to receive 
benefits as dependents. 
Tlie legislation will affect a 
large number of workers. Last 
year alone, more than 68,000 
persons were injured on the 
job in Missouri and received 
workmen’s 
compensation 
benefits. 
The House passed a bill 
recently that raises benefits in 
several areas. The bill: 
—Increases 
payment 
for 
temporary total disabilities, 
temporary partial disabilities, 
permanent total disabilities 
and death benefits to depen­ 
dents from $95 to $115 each 
week. 
—Increases 
rehabilitation 
benefits from $21 to $35 each 
week. 
—Raises 
benefits 
for 
permanent partial disabilities 
from $80 to $90 each week. 
'Hie legislation also reduces 
workmen’s compensation pay­ 
ments for totally disabled 
workers who receive social 
security benefits by one half of 
the federal benefit. 
Sen. Henry Panethiere, D- 


Kansas City, who is sponsor­ 
ing similar legislation in the 
Senate, is against the social 
security clause, which was 
added at the request of Asso­ 
ciated Industries. 
He says the purpose of the 
provision is to allow the larger 
part of payments to insured 
workers to come from federal 
social 
security 
payments 
instead 
of 
through 
the 
insurance companies of the 
firms involved. 
Hie end result is less money 
for the injured worker, he 
says. 
Workmen’s 
Compensation 
benefits 
have 
deteriorated 
over a 
number of years 


because the legislature has 
not increased benefits to keep 
up with rising inflation. The 
Missouri law grants injured 
workers two thirds of the 
..cate’s average weekly wage, 
but only up to $95 a week. 
Right now, a worker can 
receive only up to 52 per cent 
of the state’s average weekly 
wage. The payments still fall 
short five dollars of two thirds 
even if the benefits are raised 
to $115. 
The Committee on State 
Fiscal Affairs estimates that 
such a raise for this year will 
amount to $82,232. In 1978, the 
additional cost will be $150,165 
to the state. 
About 75 percent of those 
costs will come from taxes. 
Hie balance of the costs will 
be paid from the workmen's 
compensation fund. 
George Spink and Jane 
Hartnett, both of Associated 


Industries, go along with the 
increases, but only grudging­ 
ly- 
Spink says businesses are 
feeling a two-way crunch as 
profits decrease and costs 
increase. 
Hartnett would rather see a 
more gradual 
increase in 
benefits. 
“ Hie crux of the whole thing 
is that going with higher 
benefits is hitting manage­ 
ment with all the increases in 
one year,’’she says. 
Increased benefits mean in­ 
creased insurance premiums, 
Mrs. Hartnett says, which 
places a financial burden on 
sm aller 
businesses, 
especially. 
Robert Maddox, with the 
Missouri Division of Insur­ 
ance, estimates that benefit 
increases will raise insurance 
premiums about eight per 
cent. However, if the $75,000 
limit on death benefits be­ 
comes law, premiums will 
only rise five per cent. 
Both those sympathetic to 
business and labor are accept­ 
ing the legislation less than 
whole-heartedly. While busi­ 
nesses urge more gradual 
rises in 
benefits, workers 
compensation advocates do 
not believe the increases are 
enough to keep up with the 
higher cost of living. 
Rep. Philip Barry, D-St. 
Louis, sponsor of the bill rais­ 
ing weekly benefits, says the 
increases are still not enough, 
but any higher benefits would 


not have passed the House. 
Eugene Spengel, a member 


of Gov. Bond’s Council on 
workmen's compensation, and 
a St. Louis Attorney, agrees. 
He says if bills that are too 
ambitious are brought before 
the legislature, they never go 
anywhere. 
“ I ’ve worked with the Mis­ 
souri legislature for 17 years, 
and one thing I’ve learned is 
you only get a little bit each 
time.” 
Other workmen’s compen­ 
sation legislation pending in 
the legislature affects the pro­ 
gram’s administration, which 
has less of an effect on injured 
workers. 
Philip Sweeney, chairman 
of the Missouri Labor and 
Industrial Relations Commis­ 
sion, says these bills will make 
workmen's compensation law 
more readily workable. 
One of the bills provides that 
unprosecuted claims may be 
dismissed. 
Sweeney says the legislation 
will no longer prolong many 
cases that lead nowhere. 
“ Many cases just dog along 
when they should be taken off 
the docket.” 
Richard Rousselot, Director 
of the Division of Workmen’s 
Compensation, has refused to 
take a position on the legis­ 
lation. He says the division is 
an administrative agency for 
the legislature, and has no 
right to support or oppose 
bills. 
However, he says he favors 
legislation that improves the 
workmen’s 
compensation 
program.
